ployed at & store in Whitehall street, near Bat-
tery place, New York.

After Mre, Fall came to No. 307 Atlantlc street,
Mr. Price visited her ha:mnlly, and ia anid to
have'occasionally passed the night in her room,
Yesterdany morning & peddler of kindling-wood
called, as usual, toYurnish wood, and found Mrs.
Fall snd daughter in bed, asleep, as he sup-
?naed. und o hedid not disturb them, but men.

wned to other Inmates of the house, when he
left, that they were asleep. Oue of the tenants
tmmediately went to the room, and found mother
md daoghter closely locked in each other's
arms, dead. Price called at the hoose Sanday
pnight, The girl said to a neighbor at 8 o’alock
the same evenlog that she waa going to bed,
after which time nothing was scen or heard of
Mre. Fall and Jenny uutil found dead, sod
nothingof Price, ;

Coroner Lynch took charge of the bodles, and
removed them to the dead-house. AL noon yes-
terday Mr. Price was arrested at his store in
New York, and taken to the Forty-first Precinel
Btation House. He manliested cousiderable
surprise at being arrested, but made no opposi-
tion, He gave his name gs Joel D, Price: 14 an
American, 30 years of age, and stated he knew
nothing about the matter, Before the Coroner
he stated that he beeame acqualnted with Mrs,
Fall about three years ago, when she lived at
No. 46 Whitehull street, New York: He had
been very fll at his store, and she was called io
to nurse him by a clerk in the same slors who
was worn out taking care of him. A trial for
divoree between bim and bls wile {5 and was
at that time pending; Mre. Price reported that
her husband had commitied adoltery with Mre.
Fall, and he had vot denied it, ause ghe
wis the “‘only maivstay in denying the
charge.” From Whilehall street Mrs, Fall weot
to No, 8 Broadway, then to Enst Brosdway, and
then to No, 807 Atiantle etreet, Brooklyn: he
had been living at No, 88 Court street, where he
stored her goods last summer when she weut to
Europe; she was n widow; when she lived in
Fast Broadway she sent his meals to him; she
worked for a liviog; he had been in the habit of
ealling on her eve dnf: Pn Bunday night he
enlled on her about 7 o'clock and remalned until
11; she was feeble and depressed about her little
boy in England snd sick; she said she wanted to
go out; she sent her little ﬁirl out ou an
errand ; then the three went to New York; when
they came back she complalned of beiug weak
and teok his wrm; at bome she insisted
om his taking a glaes of ale from a boltle brought
from the cupboard; they had supper —ilea
steak, and bread: he then felt sleepy, and laid
down on the sofn; she sat down ide him:
she ashed him if he felt more sle r: he told
ber yes; she said, ‘‘supposing aom:;g ng shoold
bappen to him;" he told her she was despond-
ing as he wis three years ago, and he wished
to cheer her; ghe aaid she wasgood for nothing;
didn’t know how her boy was; her frlends had
sent her no money Iately; he felt very stupid
asbout twenty minutes after drinking {ha ales
she did pot wanys hum to go home, but he
thooght it time W go, when going down the
stairs he felt weak, and was obliged to keep
hold of the banisiers; it was 12 o'clock when
he went to bed, and he did not wake up till
@ In the morning; when ‘they redched
home from New York he notioed s man dressed
in dark elothes apd wearing & slouched hat
standiog at the doorj he ssid to them. *‘Oh,
I've made a mistake," and went off; Mrs, Fall
could not find the key under the mat where she
had left it; the man then passed back and

ent ap etaire; Mra. Fall then ‘looked again for
the key and found it; she said she did not know
the man, and had never seen him; when the
man went up stalrs he eaid *'it is very dark;”
when in ber room Price heard somebody comin
sleslthily down stairs, This ls the substance o
the prisoner’s slatement,

The -mortemy examination showed no
mark of violence on the bodies, though they
were tlightly discolored, and the hands were
clenched tightly, as ln deaths from convulsions,

CHARLES DICKENS,

His First Roading in ¥ _o York,

There was o great orowd gy night in Steln-
way Hall, At first, de g o did not seem \m-
probable that eVery “sarmon present would be, as
Micawber s0meY sere remarks, “‘crashed out ot
bis original form by the scoumulstive foree of
A combivglion of circumstances,” Tn time,
howe er, after some surging and seething, the
hlgmn sea seitled into calm. 8o settled, it
presented a beautiful and touching speciacle.
The heart, the intellect, the wit, the sensibility,
the beauty, the wealth, the Industrial power of
the foremost of Amerioan cities wore all repro-
sented in that vast assembly—were all united
by & common ilmpalse in doing homage ta
man of true and beneficent genios, To see and
to fecl this was to be deeply and inexpres-
sibly Lhrilled—was to reallze, with gladoess
and gratitude, the prolound devotlon of true-
hearted men and women to a great natural
guide and leader. An immense chord of feoling
has been touched and sounded by Charles
Dickeps, In thirty years of literary life—years
of sell-imposed, unremitting, serupulous toll,
suimated by that noblest of all motives, the

written storm like the storm in which Bteertorth
goes down to death, There is no horror more
ghaetly than the face of Jonas Chozzalewlt in the
wood. There 1= po pathos more heart-breaking
than that which enwraps the aged mourner at
Nelly's grave, There 1s no emblem of gelt-
eacriice more vivid or more sublime than the
figure ot Bydney Carton at the gulllotine. The
